The Environmental Education Interpreter at
Voyageurs National Park conducts curriculum-based
education programs that use this pristine landscape as a
teaching tool for a variety of disciplines.

These programs encourage students to explore, experience,
and engage in the learning process. On-site programs take
place at the Rainy Lake Visitor Center within VVoyageurs
National Park.

Most programs are aligned with Minnesota State Academic
Standards.

All programs, except assemblies, are limited to a maximum of 30 students and request a student/chaperone
ratio of 5:1.

Service Learning...scouts will earn their eagle scout badge by participating in a service learning project the park is working
on. These projects are season related and are available depending on park projects.

Wolf Trunk...students learn about wolves, their habitats, and behaviors. This is a series of six 50—
minute classes.
